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Colophon 

In the beginning, nobody knew what it was going to look like. Not even the staff could guarantee that it would be spectacular. 
But before June, 1300 people bought a yearbook anyway. The staffs challenge was to satisfy their customers and create a 
document of history they were proud to put their name to. 

The task of creating 248, 9x12, 80 pound high gloss pages of 105 years of La Mezcla tradition was not an easy feat. During 
the summer, the editors began the laborious process of turing their vision into reality. At Herff Jones Yearbook Camp, the original 
cover idea, conceptualized chiefly by Brandi Gallegos and the editors, was given to artist, Greg Lemmon. The final product was 
a custom lithograph. 

Come September, the real work began. Using two new Pentax cameras, the pictures were better than ever, enabling the staff 
to maximize the use of eight flats of color. The book was also given a cool, crisp look with the use of Nova Color HJ 266 Violet 
1 00%. Planning all the eight and ten column layouts on Aldus Pagemaker 5.0 on Apple Macintosh computers made the work much 
more efficient. Staffers worked long and hard on their stories which were written in 1 0 pt. and 1 2 pt. Times Roman. And when their 
pictures came in from Photo Pro, their captions were written in 8 pt. or 1 0 pt. Times Roman. After all the body copy had been edited 
and re-edited and labels were secured onto the pictures, they were shipped to the Herff Jones press in Logan, Utah to be printed. 

Many special touches went into the book, making it a standout. The die-cut A on the fornt endsheets was designed by Jim 
Gillespie. Adam Owen designed the Academics’ and Clubs’ headlines, using the Herff Jones Portfolio CD, and made sure the 
folio tabs, designed by the editors, were in place. The remainder of the headlines were created on Pagemaker 5.0. Adam Owen 
also used Adobe Photoshop to create the Index. The senior portraits, taken by Mary Cornelison Photography, were accented by 
Chromagraph CG-1 9, while Shades SH-1 9 complimented the underclass picutes, also provided by MCP. The Clubs group shots 
were also given special attention with Shades SH-26.
